5) In April, 1963, this banking institution 
was concerned in the matter "Shortage in the Accounts 
of Service Federal Savings and Loan Association, 

Chicago, Illinois; FRA" (Dufile 29-33470) (Chicago 
File 29-207G). A significant development of this 
inquiry is shown in the fact that the Assistant 
United States Attoi'ney, Chicago, Illinois, in 
declining prosecution because of lack of apparent 
criminal intent, characterized the operation of 
this institution as poorly managed. 

In view of the above the Chicago Division suggests 
the possibility that maintaining absolute security is highly 
improbable. The overall operation shows an obvious lack of 
necessary conditions for maintaining such a monitoring operation 
on a discreet basis. 

In weighing all considerations it is believed the 
risk of embarrassment to the Bureau is great and should preclude 
further consideration of such an operation.

As you know, from time to time we have received infor¬ 
mation concerning threats against the life of Martin Luther King, Jr. 
As King more and more becomes a controversial figure, coupled with 
the controversial nature of the civil rights movement in which he 
is engaged, we can expect the continued receipt of information 
pertaining to such type threats. Our usual procedure has been 
to notify the Atlanta, Georgia, Police Department (PD) due to King’s 
residence in that city, as well as to notify an appropriate local 
law enforcement agency covering the area where the violence is 
threatened if such locale is known. We have not been notifying 
King himself, ™ 


The most recent such threat made was covered by memo¬ 
randum from R. W. Smith to you 10/11/64 (original attached) which 
noted, that upon your instructions it was determined that the 
Atlanta PD had been advised of the threat but that the Atlanta (J t 
Office should not have the FBI notify King or his family directly;' M 1 
The Atlanta Office was instructed thau it was up to the Atlanta 
PD to see that King is notified. • ‘ - T'* 

We intend to follow the practice outlined above of 
advising the Atlanta PD of information pertaining to threats 
against King. We will not advise King. We will also advise any

that evening in the capital of the DDR (Berlin) in the 
Marienkirche. 


The "Berliner Zeitung" published in East Berlin, 
in its issue of September 15, 1964, reported that the 
well-known Negro Minister.Dr. Martin Luther King,had 
preached in the DDR capital on Sunday. He was reported as 
having stated that the American Negro people would not be 
deterred in their fight for full equality. Dr. King, 
who spoke at a church service in the Marienkirche,referred 
to the struggle to free the approximately twenty million 
American Negroes from the darkness of racial discrimination 
as a great social revolution. 

This newspaper also reported that Dr. King had 
spoken earlier before approximately 25,000 West Berliners. 

"Neue Zeit", also published in East Berlin, 
reported on September 15, 1964, that Dr. Martin Luther King 
in addressing more than 3,000 persons at the Marienkirche 
and the Sophienkirche had expressed heartfelt thanks for the 
moral support rendered for Christians in the DDR in the 
Negro's fight for equality in the United States.
